“7. Every person desiring to engage temporarily in the conduct of
a business as a retailer within the state, shall file with the commission
an application for a temporary permit. The commission shall issue a
temporary permit for any number of days or months not exceeding six
(6) months. A temporary permit may be renewed from time to time
in the discretion of the commission and shall expire automatically
on the final day for which it shall have been issued, unless renewed.
Itinerant merchants, seasonal retailers, peddlers and persons selling
tangible personal property at retail without a permanent or fixed place
of business, shall operate on a temporary permit and shall not be
issued a regular permit unless they shall have established a regular

.Pplace of business. The commission shall prescribe rules and regula-

tions as to the issuance of temporary permits and the collection of tax
due from retailers operating by virtue of a temporary permit. All the
provisions of the first three (3) subsections of this section, shall apply
to temporary permits as far as consistent herewith.”
